A.2 Emission Units and Pollution Control Equipment Summary  [326 IAC 2-7-4(c)(3)]
[326 IAC 2-7-5(15)]
This stationary source consists of the following emission units and pollution control devices:

(1) One (1) natural gas fired boiler, identified as UT-001, rated at 72 MMBtu/hr, and exhausting
to stack 1.

(2)   One (1) spreader stoker coal-fired boiler, identified as UT-002, rated at 96 MMBtu/hr, using
a multiple cyclone w/o fly ash reinjection for particulate control, and exhausting to stack 2.

(3) One (1) spreader stoker coal-fired boiler, identified as UT-003, rated at 96 MMBtu/hr, using
a multiple cyclone w/o fly ash reinjection for particulate control, and exhausting to stack 3.

(4) One (1) air atomized spray paint booth, identified as MT-001, used for maintenance
painting, equipped with dry filter to control overspray, and exhausting to stack 4. 

A.3 Specifically Regulated Insignificant Activities  [326 IAC 2-7-1(21)] [326 IAC 2-7-4(c)]
[326 IAC 2-7-5(15)]
This stationary source also includes the following insignificant activities which are specifically
regulated, as defined in 326 IAC 2-7-1(21):

(1) Natural gas-fired combustion sources with heat input equal to or less than ten million
(10,000,000) Btu per hour.

(2) Fuel oil-fired combustion sources with heat input equal to or less than two million
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(2,000,000) Btu per hour and firing fuel containing less than five-tenths (0.5) percent sulfur
by weight.
